Dr. \V. A. Kvana, commissioner of 
health, pointed out the heavy infant 
death rale, due to the unmerciful heat. 
He waa not e<juip|H.-d with exact sta- 
tistics with which to compare the day'a 
pathetic total, but on the official calcu- 
lation that there are W0,4X» children 
under the uge of one year In Chicago, 
the heat killed off the babies today at a 
rate X.Tti |>er cent, which he declared 
enormous.

"In the British Isles." aay* the Scl- 
ent I hv American, "no po'eonnti* honey 
Is col . , led If It exists the bee* bar* 
learned tn avoid It. Probably there I* 
none, as the honey from at least one 
dangerous plant, the deadly night- 
shade. Is harmless. Ivy honey would 
be the most suspicious of any gathered 
on a large scale, and It only exerts, 
ao far aa observation goes, a slightly 
laxative effect on the dlgeatlve organa. 
Although In thla country no polaonou* 
honev Is known, It Is met with In oth- 
er place*, notably In Asiatic Turkey. 
It was In thla region that Xenophon'* 
soldiers wer* poisoned 1.304 year* ago 
by honey from the Aaella pontics, a 
plant which still flourishes In Ar- 
menia. Some centuries later a Roman 
army suffered similarly, but leas se- 
v. there being no deaths. 

"The precaution of compelling the 
conk tn eat a portion of every dish, 
which Is the usual safeguard of des- 
potic rulers, or the still more primi- 
tive plsn of giving the first helping to 
a little dog. can be eluded by a clever 
Borgia by having only one-half of a 
bird or pastry polaoned. In a wasp'a 
nest each forager on returning pro- 
ceeds directly to the queen and offer* 
refreahment Conaequently the queen 
la sometlmea destroyed by alowly act> 
Ing [tolson. Further aa regards waa pa. 
It Is observed that when any larvae 
not recently fed perceive the queen 
receiving food they become restless If 
nearly grown they wag their heads tn 
a suggestive way, which plainly con- 
veys a demand for a share. Each for- 
ager after feeding the queen glvea tha 
balance of bia load direct to tha 
nursea. 

"In the case of the honeybee ona 
posxlble reason why no virulently poi- 
sonous honey reaches the hive may 
be that the Insect foolish enough to 
collect any would probably die, aa the 
so-called honey sack la really a stom- 
ach In which a preliminary digestive 
process proceeds. Thla la proved by 
the polarlscope, which shows that, 
while the nectar of the flowers Is pure 
cane sugar, or levuloae, Lb* aubstanc* 
In the hive cell* Is sacchartmetrlcally 
half dextrose and half cane sugar. 
Dextrose Is invert sugar, a coarse va- 
riety of which la the glucose of com- 
merce. Forager bees returning to Lh* 
beehive place the half digested prod- 
uct known aa honey In their storeroom 
with other honey. This mixing would 
have the effect of attenuating a 
polaoned load should such be brought 
Into the hive. 

"Foraging bees never feed th* queen 
or young larvae, but they give a 
mouthful or two to drooea In passing. 
Just before sealing for the metamor- 
phoals workers and drones ar* fed 
with honey mixed with pollen. Not ao 
the young queena who only get a fur- 
ther supply of the redlgested milky 
substance known aa chyle, which la 
the sustenance of all larvae Indla- 
rrlmlnately during the flrat thro* day* 
of their existence. During the chry- 
salis stage there Is no feeding. It Is 
the bustneas of a gang, distinct for 
the time being, to rater for the queen 
and young. They bring the food from 
th* stores and submit It to the dlgea- 
tlve proceaa referred to. after which 
It Is regurgitated to supply the needs 
of the queen and young larvae. The 
attendanta are numerous, and each 
supplle* only a minute quantity. The 
queen bee I* »o conatltuted that her di- 
gestive system Is capable of assimi- 
lating only the prepared food of chyle. 
She will die in a few hour* on a 
comb containing honey, although kept 
at the temperature of the hive. 

"Thua It would appear that the aafe- 
guards are: Flrat. a bee collecting pol- 
sonoua honey would probably die be- 
fore reaching the hive; second, that 
If one succeeded In depositing poi- 
soned honey, the circumstance that It 
lid so would prove the poison to be 
not virulent, and Ita mixture with oth- 
er honey In the storeroom would stIU 
further attenuate the poison and ren-

The following ordinance was in- 
troduced at the regular meeting of 
the City Council Monday night: 

The City Council of the City of 
Hickman do ordain as follows, To- 
Wit: 

That a franchise be granted to 
rrect and set up poles along its 
streets, string and place wires there- 
on, to make all necessary excava- 
tions for such purpose along its 
streets, alleys and highways, and 
along such streets, alleys and high- 
ways as may hereafter be opened 
and used as such, for the purpose of 
constructing, maintaining and operat- 
ing a telephone system and the neces- 
sary exchange therefor, within the 
coporate limits of said city, and 
to place and connect all telephones 
owned by members or partners in 
said company or partnership, with 
the Central Exchange | and to set up 
poles, string wires, and make neces- 
sary excavations therefor and thus 
connect said central exchange and 
thereby each member's or partner's 
instrument with all other instruments 
or exchanges connected with or be- 
longing to this system either at the 
time this franchise is granted or dur- 
ing its life which shall be for the full 
term of twenty years, subject how- 
ever to the following conditions as 
follows : 

1st. Before granting said fran- 
chise the City Clerk is ordered and 
directed to receive bids therefore 
publicly in the City Hall in Hick- 
man, Ky., at 

and award »he same to 

the highest and best biddei , the City 
Council reserving the right to reject 
any and all bids. However, before 
receiving said bids this ordinance is 
ordered to be advertised in at least 
two issues of the Hickman Courier, 
a paper published weekly in the City 
of Hickman. • 

2. The party to whom this fran- 
chise is granted is to place said poles 
and wires in accordance with the di- 
rections of the Street Committee of 
the City Council and shall lill in and 
restore as near as may be ah streets, 
alleys and highways in as good con- 
dition as before. 

3. The poles upon which wires 
shall be placed shall be of gocd 
sound timber, at least 25 feet above 
the ground and securely placed there- 
in. 

4. Bach member or partner in 
said telephone company or partner- 
ship shall erect, maintain and own 
his own instrument, poles and wires 
connecting his instrument with the 
exchange aud shall pay h)s proporti- 
nate share of the operating expense 
of the exchange and the cost thereof 
only.

There wera 1.070 students at the col- 
lege, all young men ranging pimclpal- 
ly between the ages of 18 and U;
